| thought | was dreaming; the Statue of Liberty that 
emerged from pink morning mist, the shadow-picture of 
New York City’s skyscrapers, dotted with numerous lights 
of the metropolis. | was in a Greyhound bus that sped 
down the Thruway: Albany, Syracuse, Rochester. Any-

ne year of my life, in an America that | was supposed to get 
to know a little better. 

The first adjective | faced was ‘big’. The United States is so big that it is confusing to a school-girl who comes from a 
small country. Not only the land area is bigger, its problems are bigger, its decisions are far-reaching in our world. 

Scottsville was not, however, big and confusing. Its atmosphere seemed to be warm, home-like, and human. | started 
to like its beautiful big trees, nice-looking homes, and, after all, its people. Its people did astonish me: they are so friendly, 
thoughtful, ready to help. Compared with Finnish people, they are more informal. 

That informality also among the teenagers was a little surprising at first. But soon | learned that although an Ameri- 
can teenager starts dating a couple of years earlier than his Finnish counterpart, although his dancers are faster and, 
again, more informal, the teenager is the same kind of creature everywhere in the world! 

Wheatland-Chili became one of my most interesting experiences. Besides my language problem, many other things 
made my first months in Wheatland-Chili confusing —but | also got help from very understanding faculty and students. 
| was in a school that differed from my Finnish school in many ways: | came from the school where every student has to 
take at least ten highly academic courses, where he simply does not have time for many extracurricular activities, where 
his teachers are mainly ‘lecturers’and do not encourage discussions in class, and where his relationships with his teachers 
are usually very formal. Here | did not learn to enjoy only the basketball games, it was interesting to become acquainted 
with the methods of teaching that emphasize the student's own intention to learn, his own responsibility. 

Living in another country teaches so much. Talking with people, getting to know them is an adventure: hearing their 
attitudes, their opinions, their plans for future. | learned more about myself; living in a different environment opened 
my eyes in many ways. | will always be thankful to those people who work for the A.F.S., to those people living in Scotts- 
ville who made one of the most wonderful 
experiences in my life, my A.F.S. year in the 
United States, possible.

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Rio de Janeiro— what a magical sounding name. Was | really going to for off Brazil? This 
was how | felt ofter learning that | was going to Rio. Under the program of Youth of Understand- 
ing, | flew down on July 3rd by jet after numerous preparations. Great was my surprise on land- 
ing to find that the family had gone to Soo Paulo! Another family had been found instead, the 
Cominhas. This was my family. My father is a well-known radiologist, my mother is a house- 
wife. | have six brothers and sisters, their ages ranging from 8 to 19. My family also has three 
maids who lived in and a houseboy. 

At first communications with my family were bad. Though all of my brothers and sisters 
take English in school, it was never the main language. Slowly, we developed our own lan- 
guage of French, Portuguese and English. In an effort on my sister Ano’s port to learn more 
English and on my part to learn more Portuguese we instigated English and Portuguese days. 
On an English day, only English was spoken, and on Portuguese only Portuguese. My sister 
often went around with o notebook copying words down. The same went for me on Portuguese 
day. Everyone contributed to the success of these days and my Portuguese did improve some- 
what, 

The parties | went to were much different than American parties. Has anyone tried 
dancing the samba to “I want to hold your hand”? It was a revelation. Needless to say, | 
learned rudimentary steps of the samba. All of the dances were danced in couples, mostly to 
the music of Bossa Nova. Almost all of the teen-agers are good dancers. Pretzels and potato 


chips were rarely seen yet Coca-Cola wos a great favorite. 
Inroughout the month of August | attended school. The Catholic school | attended, the 

Sacre-Coeur di Jesus, was very different from Wheotland-Chili. Though the nuns were very Shelly D. Williams 

friendly, the school was stricter. A student must always be in the proper place at the proper time. One of my schoolmates summed up the attitude of the 

school. “This school is not only for teaching us school subjects, but also for teaching us manners.” The private school therefore serves a two fold purpose. 
While at school, | took French, English, Portuguese, Latin (| thought it was Portuguese), religion, religious instruction, history, art, philosophy, and 

biology. After two classes we had a fifteen minute break. Lunch came after the fourth period. We were assigned seats at a table and sat there all the time. 

On one special occasion we were allowed to sit with our classmates. Normally there were elementary through high school pupils ot one table, Food was 

brought and served by the older girls at the table. Often we hod 

oranges or bananas for dessert. It was not heard of to peel either of 

them with our fingers and eat them as we do here. The skins were cut 

away with o knife and the fruit eaten with a fork. Many students here Painting the new barbecue pit was a family and friend affair with my 

complain about our lunches, but the lunches in Brazil often had a boiled father supervising 

egg os the main port of the meal. Every lunch contained rice with o 

bean sauce. Variety and looks are far surpassed by our lunches here:

made this past summer one to be remembered.

AMERICA . . . In France, this word still makes everybody dream. Life in the United States is pretty well-known in France now, | think. But the first things 
which come to the mind of most of the Frenchmen are still the cowboys, the Indions, the statue of Liberty and Al Capone. But | should say that | have not 
been very impressed by this for the single reason that | have seen none of these yet. 

Many other things, perhaps less conspicuous, but much more valuable, impressed me very strongly. First of all, the welcome. | was expecting a lot of 
things which did not happen or which | do not remember, but not what actually happened, As a matter of fact, | had the impression to be a brother who 
came back home at the DiStefano’s after a long absence. | really must thank the AF.S. to have placed me in such a family which corresponds exactly with 
my character and my tastes; it is wonderful. Every two weeks, somebody from the AF.S. calls to know if there is any problem with the family and they are 
quite surprised to hear that so far, everything has been quite all right. Being friendly is valuable for everybody here. It has been very surprising for me. 
Usually in France, people think twice before shaking hands with a foreigner. 

School impressed me in many ways. | do not think that the students learn as much as in a French high school in a strictly scholarly point of view, but 
they learn a lot more in matter of social relations and preparations for an odult 
life, | have been really struck by the informal character of the relationships 
between teachers and students, by the importance of art, especially music 
the life of the school, by all the activities which are related to the school. It is so 
impressive that here, we can even like the school, which is unthinkable in 
France. The basketball games are really something “special”. | had never seen 


such a thing before. It impressed me so much, that the first time, | rather looked 
at the public than at the game itself. Of course, we have basketball games in 
France, but not so enthusiastic cheers, so direct a participation from the public. 

1am going to tell again how much the importance that you Americans give 
fo art struck me. | have never had so many opportunities to learn, practice and 
play music as well as theater, “Music Man", which brought them all together, 
has been one of the most exciting experiences of my life. 

When | sent my application to the A.F.S. in November 1964, | was think. 
ing that one year in the United States would be a very good way to learn 
English. | discovered that it is a very good way to learn much more.

On June 14, a letter arrived from the American Field Service saying that | would leave Friday, 
June 25 for France. 

We stayed in New York City for the night and left by the “Seven Seo:

We landed in Rotterdam, Holland, on July 6 and spent the day touring the city.

There | met by “brother”, 
Claude, who was tall and thin with dark hair, He had studied English for eight years and spoke with 
limited fluency. My “father” Joseph, o brick layer, and my “motherMadeline spoke no English. 

My home, located in a village smaller than Scottsville, was small with few modern conve- 
niences. We had no plumbing or hot water and the only electrical appliances were a record player, 
coffee mixer, and an iron 


Many of the days were spent playing ping pong, soccer, and card games. We also took trips 
to the interesting spots in Normandy, visiting the Basilica of St. Therese, Mt. St. Michel, and Arrow-

manche, the beaches where the allies landed in World War II. Bastille Day, comparable to our 


Fourth of July, was one of the most exciting days. There was parading in the streets, fireworks, and 
doncing that lasted all night. 

In lote July | was notified that because my mother would work full-time during August, | would have to live with another family. 

I traveled 10 Pontorson, France, where my new family lived and owned a clothing store. In direct contrast to my first family, the Broca family had a 
beautiful, modern home with o maid. There were three children in the family, a sister Francoise, 18; and two brothers, Jean-Pierre, 16, and Alain, 13, both 
of whom were living with their grandmother at the time of my arrival, My sister Francoise was very interested in America, for she was to stay in Manlius, 
N. Y. this year via A. F.S 

That some week we and another family left for a camping trip in Southern France. In Saint Justin, | met my brothers and their grandmother and great. 
grandmother. 

At Capbreton, Landes, which is on the Atlantic coast near the Spanish border, we set up camp right on the beach. Most of my three week stay was 
spent swimming and fishing. 

(On the last of August, Francoise and | went by train to Paris. | spent this time with the other twenty-nine Americans in France. Our four day stay in Paris 
was highlighted by climbing the Eiffle Tower at night and by touring all the bright spots of Paris 

Much to our disappointment a disabled ship forced us to fly home. We left Paris for Europe's largest airport at Frankfurt, Germany, After a sleepless 
night on a bus and a meal at a plush German restaurant, we arrived at the oirport for our jet-ride home. 

My porents met me at Kennedy Airport, ond the following day we went to the World's Fair and took Francoise and Jean-Claude to dinner.

In March of 1962, two look-alike freshmen, Tim and Tom 
Swain, and a blonde, blue-eyed sophomore buddy, Alan Cliff, 
nervously strode into W. C.'s gym for their first public appearance, 
a sophomore class dance.
